The undersigned has deleted Fig. 2 and 6 as requested by the Examiner. 

The undersigned has also added the drawings as identified in f][ 6.4 - 6.12 of the Office Action. 
The undersigned notes that, in inserting the drawings identified in f f 6.4-6.12 of the Office 
Action, the undersigned has adopted a different numbering scheme than what was suggested by 
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the Examiner. In particular, the undersigned has inserted the figures requested in f % 6.4-6.1 1 as 
Figs. 6A - 6H, and the resulting swept volume figure of f 6.12 as Fig. 2. The undersigned has 
adopted this alternate numbering scheme to avoid errors that may be introduced by the extensive 
re-editing of the document that would be required if all figures were renumbered in accordance 
with the Examiner's suggestion. The undersigned respectfully requests that the examiner accept 
the inserted figures as now numbered; however, if the examiner has an objection to the 
numbering scheme adopted by the undersigned, the undersigned welcomes a call from the 
Examiner to discuss alternate numbering schemes.

The changes requested by the Examiner have been made with the exception that the text to be 
rewritten at page 2 f 3 was further amended to remove a technical error in the text suggested by 
the Examiner. 

In new Figures 14 to 21 , change the numbering of various items to reflect the new 
figure numbers. Update the specification Pages 7-10, to reflect the new Figure 
numbers and the numbers for the various items. 

The undersigned has inserted the new Figures as Figs. 2 and 6A-6H and 6. The undersigned 
respectfully submits that this numbering scheme incorporates the substance of what was 
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requested by the Examiner without requiring excess editing that may introduce errors into the 
figures and specification. If this is unacceptable to the Examiner, the undersigned will further 
renumber the Figures and specification in accordance with the Examiner's original suggestion. 

In the new Figure entitled, "Resulting swept volume", two lines cross inside the 
swept volume. The same is shown in the old Fig. 9. Describe briefly, how this 
portion of the lines inside the swept volume is deleted, while describing the new 
Figure entitled, "Resulting swept volume". 

With regard to the two lines crossing inside the "Resulting swept volume" it is not necessary that 
such lines be deleted. It is respectfully submitted that the resulting swept volume is a useful 
approximation of the outer boundary occupied by a moving object. Any computed lines that may 
enter the interior to the boundary do not prevent a useful computation of this outer boundary as 
the outer boundary is still preserved. However, it is respectfully submitted that, in the event a 
particular implementation chooses to further refine the swept volume computed in accordance 
with this invention by eliminating such lines, the teachings known to one of reasonable skill in 
the arts would enable implementation of algorithms to determine lines extending to the interior 
of a bounded area. 

The figure "Resulting swept volume" has been described in the brief description of the 
drawings. 

Conclusion 

Claims 25, 28, 30, 31, 33, 35, 36, and 38-42 are now pending. 

Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that all pending claims are in condition for allowance 
and fully supported by the specification. Applicants respectfully requests that all pending claims 
be allowed.
